London, April 
14 —(IP)— Brit- 


ish home - based bombers heavily 
attacked Spe/ia, naval base

Northern Italy, lasl nighl, and il 
was officially disclosed today that 
RAF raiders from the Middle East 
had blasted Palermo and Messina 
harbors in Sicily Monday nighl. 


Spex.ia is on the 
Ligurian sen, 


about ,'iO miles southeast of Genoa 
on the west coast of Italy. It was 
bombed twice in February by the 
RAF. 


Palermo and Messina have been 


repeated targets for bombers of the 
Middle East command and also for

knock out the important 
Sicilian 


harbors helping supply 
Marshal 


Rommel's forces in Tunisia. 


Other RAF formations followed

Fertilizer Not 
Needed for 
Peanut Crop 


Peanuts following crops of cot- 


ton or corn that have been liber- 
ally fertilized with a complete fer- 
tilizer arc not likely to need extra 
fertilizer, reports Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent. However, he 
says, 


use of commercial fertilizer is rec- 
ommended for peanuts grown on 
other soils. 


On soils of medium productivi- 


ty about 200 lo 200 pounds of a 0-14- 
17 fertilizer, or 200 to 300 pounds of 
superphosphate and 25 to 30 pounds 
of muriatce of potash, per acre arc 
recommended. Peanuts grown on 
soils 
of 
very 
low 
productivity 


would probably be fertilized with a 
fertilizer containing 
nitrogen, in 


which case, 200 to 300 pounds of 
a 3-12-6 fertilizer per acre 
is re- 


commended. 


In all cases, the 
county agent 


says, the fertilizer should be put 
down in the row and worked 
into 


the soil 
before the 
peanuts 
are 


planted. Allowing the fertilizer and 
peanuts to be in contact with one 
another may result in poor stands, 
ic points out. 


Other recommendations for good 


yeilds of peanuts include the use of 
good seed, testing seed for germin- 
ation strcnth, planting handshcllcd 
seed if possible,
